arrangements about refugees,

COUNCIL OF THE BRITISH 


NATIONS SUGGESTED 


London, Feb. 17.—A supreme consultative body of the British 
Commonwealth and Empire to be known as “The Council of the 
British Nations” was advocated by Viscount Bruce of Melbourne in 


the House of Lords today. 


It would be composed of :the Prime 


Ministers of the British sclf-governing nations or their representatives. 
Viscount Bruce, a former Australian Prime Minister, who was High Com- 
missioner in London from 1933 to 1945, had, during a debate on Commonwealth 
relations, asserted that co-operation was not yet close enough. , 
A high-grade Council Secretariat would, he said, be needed with a picked per- 
“sonnel drawn.from all parts of the Commonwealth and Empire which would keep 
all the major questions under constant review, furnish information and reports to all 


the Dominion Gavernments 
the Council. 


Mertings of the Council, with re-

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U.S. Funds 
To Repair 
S. China 
Railway 


Washington, Feb. 17.—An in- 
formed source today uisclosed 
to the United Press that funds 
for the reconstruction of the 
Canton-Hankow railway are in- 
cluded in the Administration's 
$570,000,000 China nid pro- 
gramme which will be sent to 
the Congress shortly. 


This source sald that $60,000,000 
of the programme 1s. carmarked 
for rehnbilitation projects, of which 
the major one is the repairing ‘of 
the railway {in South China. He 
said the remaining $510,000,000 
wil be devoted entirely to imports 
of essential commoditiés. 

The source sald these included 
both foods and. essential ‘raw 
materials. He sald the programme, 
when it firtnlly goes to the Congress, 
will be for 18 months instead of the 
15-month plan originally envisaged. 

The source added that this was 
because the programme was being 
made retronctive to January 1 in- 
stead of commencing on April 1 as 
originully planned. . 
-This Informed source said there 
is no military ald and no currency 
stabilisation funds In the programme, 
and although consideration was 
beln given to these phases there 
would be no developments — until 
later this yenr, if at all.—United
